The cattle plague, winch is ci eating so 


much anxiety throughout the Eastern States 
Is a contagious lever, affecting cows clilefly, 
eliaradarlzecl by oxtetislre exudations Into 
Hie respiratory oigans, and utteuded by a 
low typhus liflaniatlon of the lungs, ptur.o, 
and brtmda 
It ban prevailed In Europe for 


ages, at times developing into wide-spread 
scourge*, causing Incalculable loss. It was 
imported Into England In 18J9, and again 
luree years later , and It was estimated Uiat 
within twenty-five years thereafter Hie los- 
ses by deaths alone In England bad amount- 
ed to $450,000,000. In 18o8 the disease was 
carried to Australia by an English cow, and 
spreading to the cattle ranges. almost depop- 
ulated Ibern. 


In 1818 an Infected Dutch cow brought 


llw disease to Brooklyn, where It baa since 
lingered, slowly spreading among the cattle 
111 Kmgi and Queens counties 
In 1847 


several head of infected English cattle wei« 
imported Into New Jersey, and, spreading 
among a herd of valuable cattle, made It 
necessary for them all to be sliughteied,the 
only certain method ol stamping out the 
diseise. In 1850 four Infected cows were 
imported into Massachusetts from Holland ; 
tbe plague spread tapidly, and was stamped 
out only by persistent elicit, the State pay- 
ing for orer 1,000 slaughteied calllo. Since 
1807 the disease bas not been known theie. 
Meantime the pest had evaded Eastern 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, anil Maryland. 
where It has si nee prevailed in Isolated lo- 
calities. Tlio absence of laigs herds of mov- 
ing cattle in these districts, except for speedy 
slaughter, tu> prevented the disease from 
developing Into a general plague 


The recent action of the British Council 


In forbidding Iho Impoilation nf American 
live cattle Is likely to prove ot Inestimable 
benefit to thl« country,) n forcibly calling at- 
tention lo tbe grave risk that the p res wee 
ofthe disease on Long Island and elsewhere 
constantly entails. Fortunately the dnft of 
the catUe traffic Is castward,and as 3 et there 
has been DO propagation of the poison m 
the great cattle ranges ofthe West 
Unkss 


summarily arrested, however, the disease 
will surely reach those sources of our cattle 
supply, and occasion losses that can be esti- 
mated only in hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars 


The experience of all countries into which 


this disease bas gained access appears to 
prove that there is only one way ol Retting 
rid of it— namely, the immediate killins of 
all Infected cattle, and the thorough disin- 
fection of the premises in which they are 
found. 


The disease is purely infectious, and is 


never found in regions whne it has not 
gained a foothold by importation. Palliative 
measures have in every inslacs failed lo 
eradicate tbe disease, and are only justifiable 
as in Australia, alter the plague has readied 
dimensions utterly ueyond the reach of any 
process of extermination 


Professor Law, of Cornell Uiliversltv.one 


of eur best informed \cterlnaiy surg»ons, 
most emphatically opposes every attempt to 
control the disease by quaiantlning tbe sick 
or by tbe inoculation ot the health). "Wo 
may quarantine the sick," he says, "but we 
cannot quaiautine the air" lo establish 
quarantine yards is simply to maintain 
prolific manufacturers of tha poison, which 
Is given off by the breath of the sick, and 
by their excretions, to such an extent that 
no watchfulness can Insure against Its dis- 
semination 
Besides, tbe exp< use of thor- 


ough quarantining operations would amount 
to more than the value of the infected ain- 
mah whose lives might be saved thereby 
Inoculation Is still less to be tolerated at 
this glaze of tbe pest. 


Tbe Professor says "Geimany, Holland, 


Belgium, FraiH.0. and England, hive been 
treating the victims of this plague for nearly 
half a century, but the result has only beeu 
the increase of disease and deatli Om on n 
infected btates have been treating it fer a 
third of a centuiy, and to-day it exists over 
a wider area than everbeloro. Contiast this 
with tbe results In Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut, where tbe disease has been repeat- 
edly crushed out at a small expense, and 
theiocan bo no doubt as to which is I lie 
wisest course. As all the plagues are alike 
In Ihe propagation of the poison 
In the 


bodies of the sick, 1 may be allowed to ad- 
duce the experience of two adjacent coun- 
ties in Scotland when Invaded by tbe rinder- 
pest. Aberdeen raised a fund of £2,000, 
and though she suffered successive invasions 
she speedily crushed out tbe poison wher- 
ever it appeared by slangbtering the sick 
beasts and disinfecting the premises. Tbe 
result was that little inoie than half the 
fund was wanted to reimburse the ownera
